Hi Jeremy - 

I got your contact information from Hayes Framme, who is working with me on the Virginia offshore wind test 
turbine project. Let me give you a little background. 





I am a recently retired Sr. Executive with 34 years at Dominion Resources. When I left Dominion, my area of 
expertise was new energy technologies, everything from transmission and distribution grid technologies, 
distributed generation, and electric vehicles up to large scale generation renewables and energy storage. I 
was also the lead executive for offshore wind. 

Since I left Dominion, I have been primarily consulting for start up technology companies in the energy 
sector. The one exception to that is a contract that I have with Orsted Energy to partner with Dominion on the 
construction of offshore wind test turbines, and, more importantly, development of the larger wind energy 
area. The partnership was announced a couple of months ago by the Governor of Virginia. Since that 
announcement, Hayes was brought on to lead efforts for 0rsted in the Southeast. As things move forward in 
NC, Hayes and I are available as resources for you, especially in the areas of logistical and supply chain 
opportunities. 

One of the companies that I am working with is EnCAP-IT, a smaller company that has an innovative approach 
to Coal Combustion Residual (CCR) Management & Storage that I believe will leapfrog the approaches that are 
currently on the table, from an environmental, political, and future liability standpoint. It is also very cost 
competitive. EnCAP-IT holds numerous patents on the technology/approach. 

EnCAP-IT recently submitted comments to the Environmental Protection Agency requesting clarification on 
acceptable solutions to CCR storage so that their solution is more easily identifiable in the guidelines. I have 
attached a copy.
